Fifteen refugee children of from 8 to 12 years of 
age, arrived in Greenbelt from New York Monday, July 
22e They represent all religious faiths and come 
from Prussia, Vienna, Nuremberg, Frankfort, and 
Breslau. The professional background of their par— 
ents,when they were living in their native countries 
in time of peace, included the positions of bank 
manager, real estate executive, ower of a wholesale 
underwear concern, professor of musicology, dentist, 
and dress store owne™, 

The children were welcomed in Washington by Mayor 
George Warner, Reverend Robert Kincheloe, Councilman 
Edward Gawthrop, Mrs. Thomas McNamara, Mre and Mrs. 
Abraham Chasanow and Manny Gerst. The children were 
photographed and interviewed by representatives of 
all the Washington papers as well as members of the 
Greenbelt Cooperator staff. 

ANXIOUS TO LEARN AMERICAN WAYS 

The children were selected by representatives of 
the American Friends Service,Committee for Christian 
Refugees, Committee for Catholic Refugees, from Ger- 
many, and the National Refugee Service, all in New 
York City. The children were given physical examnin-~ 
ations before leaving New York. They are ‘all in 
good physical condition generally, although a few 
are still slightly underweight. They have a fairly 
good knowledge of the English language. They are all 
anxious to meet with other American children, see 
other parts of the nation,particularly the nation's 
capital. In Greenbelt, the refugees will be given 
tennis, baseball, and swinming lessons, and will be 
given the opportunity to qualify for Red Cross swin- 
ming certificates. 

PARENTS' BACKGROUND VARIED 

Most of these children came to this country with 
parents who were not permitted to leave their home 
lands with more than $4.00 in their possession. 
While their parents' ecomomicdl and professional 
background were at one time of very good level, in 
most cases, these people are now either unemployed 
or performing some menial work in order to leep 
themselves together until new careers can be worked 
out. 

The case of Walter Kulka, age 12, son of the 
pathologist, Dr. Wilhelm Kulka, is typical of the 
majority of the children and their families. Walter 
arrived in America on July 3. He had spent two 
years in Scotland where he attended a school in Dum 
frie. The Bishop of Birmingham personally paid his 
passage to America enabling him to meet his brother 
Peter, who had been working and stydying in Ingland 
for the past two years. The parents had emigrated 
here during the past year. Walter's father is work- 
ing full-time in a hospital without pay to obtain 
American experience prior to launching into a re- 
vised career in a.new land. The mother is now em 
ployed in a menial capacity in order to earn enough 
moeny with which to hold the little group together 
until the father can obtain paying employment. 


The three Freydberg children from Prussia, whose 
father was a judge in the old country, stayed three 
months in England and a year in Cuba before they 
were allowed to enter America under the quota laws. 
The. father is now seeking a new career. William 
Freydberg, who is staying at the home of the George 


Warner's, expressed concern over the fact that his 


older sister, aged 13, was not able to come with the 
group of the age limits.

Housing Expansion Opened 
To All “Greenbelt” Towns 


Since the recent announcement by the local housing 
committee concerning arrangements for private home- 
building, the Farm Security Administration has given 
out a press release which deals with the general 
subject of such building in all three "greenbelt" 
towns. 

"The Farm Security Administration announced that 
it will open surplus land in its three toreenbelt" 
suburban communities to privately-financed housing 
developments. . The communities of Greenhills, Ohio, 
near Cincinnati and Greendale, Wisconsin, near Mil~ 





waukee are the other towmms besides Greenbelt which 


are affected by this statement. 


"The three towns were built as low-rental housing 


projects for families working in the neighboring 
cities, and as demonstrations of model suburban 
planning and development. Each community was origi- 
nally designed to permit considerable future’ expan- 
sion and the sewerage plants, water systems, shop- 
ping centers, stréets and other facilities were 
built to accommodate this growth. Greenbelt, which 
now: has 885 dwellings, can be expanded to about 
3,000 homes; Greenhills, with 676 homes, can be ex- 
panded to about 2,000 and Greendale, with 572 homes, 
ean be expanded to 750. 

"All of the homes constructed by the government 
have been occupied for some time and there is a long 
waiting list at each of the communities. 


"The Farm Security Administration is now inviting 
proposals from private builders end other individuwls 
or organizations interested in home construction for 
the development of areas available for expansion in 
each community. Such proposals should meet the fol-~ 
lowing general requirements: 


1. Land will be leased for 99 years to builders 
who agree to erect a group of at least 200 homes. 

2. Individual residents may lease or purchase 
homes from the builder. 

3. There will be no income restrictions on resi- 
dents, and they may dispose of their homes at any 
time. 

4e In order to protect the general plan of the 
communities, the Farm Security Administration re- 
serves the right to pass upon the plans and specifi- 
cations of the new buildings. 

5. In general, the new homes should be one or 
two-story buildings, with two or three bedrooms and 
should range in cost from about $4,500 to $5,500. 

6. Utility services and all of the existing com- 
munity facilities will be available to the new resi- 
dents just as they are to families now living in the 
towns.

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Nursery School Project 


The fall of 1938 marked the opening of the Green- 
belt town kindergarten to all five-year old children 
—a' project for which a committee had labored with 
insistence and enthusiasm for a year and a-half. 
Since the kindergarten has proven its value the .com

mittee has been taking steps to provide a 
| for younger children. 
4 Because this -type of a project was not understood 
thorcughly a preliminary survey was undertaken this 
spring to determine how many families would be in- 
terested in a nursery school, even to the extent of 
paying for it. Although no one enjoys the prospect 
of having the enrollment determined by ability to 
pay, the Town Council has made no provision for such 
a project this year - the general opinion being that 
it is better to have a nursery school. supported by 
fees rather than have none at all, with the hope, of 
course, that it will soon become a free and public 
institutions 
\ The proposed tuition is four dollars a month—- 
unreasonably high it may seem at first, but consid- 
er the fact that the children will receive super- 
vision and instruction for approximately fifty hours. 
Even at the low rates prevailing in Greenbelt, that. 
. much care for a sleeping child would cost six dol- 
P ' lars and twenty-five cents. 
| ‘ In a town where the child population is so great 
there are still many parents who do not understand 
the necessity or’ advantages. of having a nursery 
school. Surely it is going to be beneficial for a 
child te spend a few hours a day in constructive 
cooperative play under uniform supervision,especial-~ 
ly when such enormous discrepancies exist in the re- 
strictions and privileges imposed by Greenbelt par- 
ents. The deprivation of benefits of common play 
+ with other children caused by: what amounts to isola-

tion of a child would be overcome. 

The management office has undertaken te issue and 
distribute fliers explaining in detail the proposed 
set-up of the Greenbelt nursery school. Subsequent- 
ly members of the so-called Kindergarten Committee 
will call at the homes of all children who have 
their fourth birthday anniversaries during 1940. It 
is to be hoped that the parents of these children 
will understand and realize the benefits of organiz- 
ed play as against unorganized play, and will sup- 
port the project for their children's sake.

Council Furthers Study | 
Of Nursery School 


The chief item of business atthe regular bi~month- 
ly meeting of the Town Council on Monday, July 22, 
was the consideration of a petition, - presented by 
Mrse Sherrod East, which was concerned with a propo- 
sition for a nursery schoo] for the tom of Grembelt. 

After the reading of the minutes of the previous 
meeting and of departmental reports for the month of 
June, the treasurer gave a detailed statement of the 
town's financial condition at the end of the first 
six months of the 1940 fiscal year, the Council then 
discussed the proposal submitted by Mrse East, a 
representative of the kindergarten committee of the 
Citizens Association, suggesting that the town man- 
ager be authorized by the council to arrmge for the 
collection of tuition, the provision of housing fa- 
cilities, the employment of personnel, and the pro- 
vision of transportation in connection with the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a public nursery 
schoole The actual expense to the tom, it was 
estimated, would be negligible, because there apper= 
ently is sufficient number of families interested in 
the plan to make the school pay for itself. The 
Council, after resolving to meet in extra session to 
consider the budget, declared itself in favor of the 
plan for a nursery schoole It determined, however, 
that no further cammitments could be made until more 
information as to costs, people interested, etc., 
could be obtained and a study could be made of the 
town's budget and present financial conditions

necessary improvements on the land which has been 
set aside for the cooperative housing plan. 

The town treasurer announced that a ruling of the 
Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue requires a de- 
fense tax to be paid by each person admitted to the

The present staff of the paper will continue in 
its present state for this issue and that of next 
week at which time the Board will have appointed the 
new editors. 








CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

Section le The name of this organization shall 
be the Greenbelt Publishing Association (hereinafter 
referred to as the Association). 

ARTICLE II. PURPOSE 

Section 1. The purposes for which this Associa~ 
tion is formed are as follows: 

(a) To furnish the Town of Greenbelt, Maryland 
with a newspaper. 

(b) to ‘engaze in such other publishing enter- 
prises (printing and associated items) as may becane 
practicable. 

ARTICLE ITI. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. Membership in the Association shall 
be. open to any resident of the Tom of Greenbelt, 
Maryland, who shall fulfill the following qualifica- 
‘tions: 

(a) Pay a membership fee of $1.00 

(b) Shall have had at least six months active 
experience on a publication. 

Section 2. Persons not having such experience 
may apply for apprenticeship in the Association for 
six months. This period may be shortened atthe dis- 
cretion of the Board of Publishers. 

Sectim 3- the Board of Publishers will judge the 
sufficiency of the above~named qualifications in ap- 
plicants. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS 

Section 1, Chairman of the Board of Publishers. 

He eshali be elected direct to this position by the 


membership of the Associatione He shall not havea 
vote on the board except in case of tie, in which 
case he shall cast the deciding ballot. He shall 
preside at all board and association meetings, and 
all proposals to the board must pass through his 
handse He shall have the power to call meetings of 
the board at times other than the regular scheduled 
meetings thereof. To be eligible for the positim 
of chairman, a person must qualify according to the 
following : 

(a) Have had at least one (1) year's experience 
in a major position on the editorial staff of some 
periodical, or in a major position in printing or 
multilith establishment, and/or 

(b) “At least me year's (1) administrative expa~ 
idence in organizational procedure, ieee, executive 
officer of non-fraternal, civic, industrial, profes- 
sional, and/or business organization of 50 or more 
merbers « 

Section 2. Comptroller. He shall be elected di- 
rectly to this positio by the menbership, and shall 
become a member of the Board of Publishers. He 
shall have charge of all funds of the Associatim, 
and set up a satisfactory bookkeeping system, and 
perform all duties usually connected with such a po- 
sition. He shall be charged with the responsibility 


that there be kept accurate books showing the finan- 
cjal status of the Association, and its presentation 
to the boarde 

Section 3- Secretarye He shall be elected by 


the membership of the Association and thus become a 


member of the board. He shall be in charge of all 

correspondence, records, and minutes of meetings. 
Section 4+ Two Members at Largee They shall be 

elected to the board by the membership. Their du- 


‘ 


ties shall be to serve the board as representatives 
of the association membership, and attend to the 
business thereof. 

Section 5« The Board of Publishers shall be the 
governing body of the Association. They shall have 
the power to make all decisions in all matters of 
business of the Association. They shall keep an ac- 
curate record of all such decisions and prepare fir 
presentation to the membership an accurate financial 
statement reflecting the financial condition of the 
Association, and .showing the state of the Associa- 
tion's transactions for the period upon which will 
be based the dividend returns as provided for in 
Article VI. All decisions of the Board of Publish- 
ers, which shall be posted within 48 hours, may be 
changed by a two thirds mijority vote of all present 
at any regular or called business meetinge The mem 
bers of the board shall be elected far a periodof 
one year, and shall take charge at the close of the 
business meeting at which the election is held. 

Section 6- General Manager. He shall be appoint- 
ed by the board,. and will be responsible to ite He 
Will not be a member of the board. His duties shall 
be the successful promotion of all projects of the 
Association, subject to the policies of the associa- 
tion. He shall work in close cooperation with the 
editors of the projects to form an efficient working 
systeme He shall appoint an advertising manager, 
who, in turn shall be responsible only for all ad 
vertising received by the association. The generel 
manager may appoint as many assistants to himself as 
the amount of work werrantse | —— 

Section 7. General Editor. He shall be appoint- 
ed by the board. A person is eligible for the posi- 
tion only if he fulfills the qualifications outlined 
above for the chairman. He shall have general su- 
pervision over the editing and production ofall 
projects undertaken by the Association. He shall 
appoint all editorial staff members, except those

Amendments to this constitution can be made by a 
two thirds majority vote of all members of the Asso~ 
ciation assembled in meeting, provided a quorum ex- 
ists at said meeting,and provided that the amendment 
has been published for two (2) weeks preceding the 
meeting and that all members have been notified of 
the meeting.
